Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's amendment to the specification, filed on September 9, 2002 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment to the claims, filed on September 9, 2002 has been entered. 
Claims 1, 18, 19 and 21 have been amended. Claims 10-17 have been cancelled. Claims 1 -9 
and 18 - 21 are still pending in this application, with claims 1, 20 and 21 being independent. 

3 . The draftsperson drawing corrections identified on the PTO-948 must be made. A proper 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The correction to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



4. Claims 1 - 9 and 18 - 21 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

a. Regarding claims 1, 20 and 21, the references of the prior art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1, 20 and 21, and 
specifically comprising the limitation of the perforated emissions insulating screen 
surrounding the bulb tube to work in conjunction with the emissions housing to reduce 
the emissions generated by the work light. 

b. Claims 2-9 and 18 - 19 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 .
